Why is it that newspaper peo.

profession and give the same 
prominent place in their col* 
umns, looking upon them as the 
richest jokes to be found? We 
are constrained to make this lit- 
tle growl because of finding in 
one of our favorite territorial ex- 
changes, a -paper edited with 
more than average ability, the 
following effusion : 

"Go down in your pocket and 
dig up some dust. The editor is 
hungry, and eat he surely must. 
The toothsome luxuries of life 
for once we'd like to taste, but 
instead we feel a gauntness in 
the front part of our waist. Wife 
needs a new sunbonnet, and Ula 
needs a dress, Ellis needs some 
breeches, and so do Ben and 
Wes. Elvin's on the hog train; 
the rest are on the pig. Come 
learn our low subscription and 
then R0 down and dig. Fish up 
the price and pay us a. whole 
year in advance and help us 
patch the awning in the south 
side of our pants." 

If the writers of such begging 
epistles can't make a living in 
the newspaper business, why 
don't they quitjit and go to chop- 
ping cotton? If they must pose 
as public medicants, why not 
put a green shade over their 
eyes, stand on the street corner 
and poke a tin cup out for pen- 
nies of pedestrians? There was 
no law to force them to go into 
the newspaper business ; there is 
no law compelling them to stay 
in it. 

Thoughtlessness and lack of 
appreciation of the dignity that 
a newspaper should possess are 
the principle causes of the publi- 
cation of many of the silly jokes 
by the country press.

ing the joke so rich that it calls 
for a special cartoon. Isn't it 
time for the self respecting news- 
paper men of the country to de- 
clare that such rot shall no longer 
find place in their columns? 

This screed may seem out of 
place and uncalled foi, but it's 
something that's long been rank- 
ling in our mind, and we had to 
get rid of it.-Purcell (I. T.)

It is proposed that upon the petition 
of one-fourth of the voters of any 
district, the question or license or 
no license shall be submitted to all 
the citizens or that district at the 
next election. 

The plan of campaign was describ- 
ed to the delegates at WiUard Hall 
meeting by MIsb Shontz. It is hop- 
ed by those directing the movement 
that 100,000 names will be secured 
before the ordinance is nresented. 
Miss Shontz will direct the work of 
circulating the petitions. The en- 
tiro delegation present was most en- 
thusiastic over the movement. 

Since the meeting Miss Shontz 
has sent a|letter to the press In 
which she says. "Two years ago the

HE OWES $37,780. 

Cast Has Been In Court For Over Nine- 
teen Years. 

END OF FAMOUS LITIGATION. 

After nineteeu years of litiga- 
tion with the city, Col. Robert 
W. Wooley at last will be com- 
pelled to pay his taxes, amount- 
ing to $87,780. 

City Attorney Stone gave an 
order to the Commissioner of the 
Circuit Court to sell all of Ool. 
Woolley's property to satisfy a 
judgement which was obtained 
in the Circuit Court and in the 
Court of Appeals against Ool. 
Woolley's estate two years ago. 
Col. Stone asks that the property 
be sold not later than July 20- 

This will end a famouB tax suit. 
Col. Woolley has resisted the 
payment of taxes for twenty 
years. He gave almost every 
exeuse imaginable for not paying 
alleging that the city was not 
properly incorporated, that the 
Assessor had not made the levy 
according to law, that the Gen- 
eral Council had acted improper- 
ly in making the levy, etc., etc. 

Col. Woolley resisted the at- 
temps of the tax collector to 
levy on his property, and tool 
the cases from one court to 
another. At one time his law 
library was seized to satisfy a 
tax bill, but Col. Woolley re- 
plevied it and appealed to the 
highest courts of the State. Fin- 
ally judgement was given against 
him for all the tax bills he owed 
with interest and costs. A re- 
hearing was asked, but this was 
denied bv the Court of Appeala 
and now settlement mu,st b§ 
made.
